water at all times, also, to 
make it possible to maintain the 
proper pressure and to improve 
on the quality of water. 


To enable the City to sécure 
this Federal money, the City 
must first prove that the Sewer 
and Water Department can be 
self supporting, finincially. 

As the cost of operating these 
two Departments has increased, 
the revenue from the Sale of 
Service has not been enough to 
cover the cost of operating and 
maintenance. To offset the de- 
ficit the City was forced to take 
monies from the General Fund 
to make up the difference. 

This year’s budget shows con- 
tributions from the General 
Fund to the Sewer and Water 
Department to. be $17,490.00, 
which represents approximately 
3% mills property tax. 

Therefore, the Federal Gov- 
ernment requires that all users 
of the Sanitary Sewers pay 
their fair share to this Depart- 
ment for service. 

The City was first told that 
to be able to receive these funds 
the City would have to ban all 
private wells. The City felt that 
this was an unjust-act, so a 
compremise-—was reached. The

LANSING — State Health Di- 
rector Albert: E. Heffstis advised

.jtain a receipt from the company, 


after the job is done. 


“State law now requires that 
licensed cleaners or their serv- 
ice representatives furnish the 
customer with a written receipt 
which carries the business name 
and address, the owner of the 
business and the Michigan De- 
partment of Public Health 
vehicle license umber, ” Dr.

“This receipt is for the home- 
oOwnér’s protection so he will 
know how to contact the firm if 
a problem arises after the work 
is completed.” 

Another feature of the new 
amendments to the Septic Tank 
Cleaners law will also affect cer- 
tain home-owners, according to 
Dr. Heustis.
